The Merriweather 
and King Street schools 
helped shape Eminence’s 
black community in the 
past, and organizers of 
a non-profit foundation 
want to carry that legacy 
into the future through 
a scholarship fund and 
related activities, accord¬ 
ing to one board member. 

“Merriweather King 
Street School Fund basi¬ 
cally preserves the his¬ 
tory of those two black 
schools to remember 
from whence we came 
and to facilitate activities, 
events that would con¬ 
tinue to fund the scholar¬ 
ships and promote other 
activities like tutoring 
programs and after school 
programs,” explained Ron 
Wright, who serves on the 
foundation’s board. 

The schools are a 
touchstone for every 
black family that lived 
in Eminence under seg¬ 
regation — from about 
1920s for Merriweather, 
built by the community 
for $3,000 including a 
$500 donation from the 
Rosenwald Rural Program 
Fund, and later the stu¬ 
dents moved into the new 
brick structure on King 
Street from 1950 until all 
schools were integrated. 
Wright attended King 
Street, which still stands. 

“The significance is that 
peoples’ grandparents, 
parents, everybody in 
Eminence that was black 
at the time went to one 
of those schools,” Wright 
said. 

Black families with the 
name Lindsey, Hayden, 
Fisher, Armstrong, 

Mason, Henderson, Hill, 
Martin, Bailey and more, 
have ties to the two 
schools. 

As a result, the schools 
mean a great deal to 
local history, Wright 
said. The schools pro¬ 
duced, just to name a 
few, scholars and athletes 
like Jerry Green, at one 
time the fastest man in 
the state who went on to 
University of Kentucky; 
Bill Armstrong, who had 
a record as a full back for 
the Eminence football 
team; Eric Bachelor, who 
was a super basketball 
player; John Roberts, the 
first black quarterback to 
play for Eminence High, 
followed by his cousin,

Grant 
gets more 
jail time

Brandon Grant came to court 
Thursday expecting to be sentenced 
and released, but instead will have to 
serve an additional 40 days. 

Grant, who pleaded guilty to two 
counts of torture of a dog or cat with 
serious physical injury or death in 
December, had been released from jail 
pending his sentencing hearing. When 
he missed a required visit with his 
probation officer on Dec. 23, a bench 
warrant was issued for his arrest. He 
was taken into custody and had been 
in jail since Jan. 23 when he appeared 
in front of Henry County Circuit 
Court Judge Karen Conrad last week. 

Assistant Commonwealth Attorney 
Josh Clubb informed the judge 
that while released Grant had been 
in contact with animals, a violation 
of the terms of his plea agreement

down to the Kentucky 
River a lot on the boat 
to bow fish,” she said. 
“I’m just getting out 
there having fun, more 
or less. It’s all about hav¬ 
ing friends and family out 
there with you doing it “ 

Love of the ou tdoors 
for Moran began with 
her family. 

“My mom, dad, all 
enjoy the outdoors,” she 
said. “That’s who taught 
me how to bait my first 
hook and call a turkey. 
That was a way of life, I 
guess, for our family. My 
first deer was a nine point 
— it was the first year 
with me and my dad, so 
that was memorable for 
me.” 

Now, she enjoys speed¬ 
ing up the process of 
fishing with her bow. “I 
didn’t have the patience 
to wait for them any¬ 
more, so I actually go 
after them and stick 
them.” 

Through her posi¬ 
tion with KYSA, Moran 
has posed for bow fish¬ 
ing photographs, and 
she works to get more 
women and children 


participating in outdoor 
activities. 

So, Moran already had 
some modeling experi¬ 
ence when Cabela’s 
headquarters sent a mes¬ 
sage to its stores looking 
for pictures of outfitters, 
as the company calls their 
employees, engaged in 
their sport. 

Her fellow employ¬ 
ees selected Moran, as 
well as her best friend, 
Madison McGuigan of 
Campbellsburg, to pose 
for photos that could be 
used by the retail chain. 

“So, we went down 
to Bowling Green and 
spent the whole day with 
the corporate team from 
Sydney, Neb.,” Moran 
said.

“They told us when 
they were looking at the 


pictures, it’s a possibility 
that you could be on the 
Internet or you could be 
in fliers,” Moran recalled. 
“No one ever said it 
could possibly go for a 
cover. So when I got the 
email ... I was in tears 
at the time, because I 
never thought that was 
possible. We knew we 
were just promoting the 
product, because we were 
wearing from head to toe 
Cabela’s gear.” 

Moran learned this 
back in December, but 
couldn’t tell anyone until 
the catalog came out 
Feb. 2. 

The catalog and the 
Internet means people all 
over the world are seeing 
Moran’s cover. 

“That is the weird¬ 
est,” Moran said about 
the catalog. “I still can’t 
event imagine to this day, 
I could be in someone’s 
living room on the coffee 
table. 

“So, it’s kind of inter¬ 
esting that, maybe for 
just a day, I get to be this 
glammed up outdoors 
woman,’ she added.

Steve Edward 
McFarland, who was 
scheduled for a jury trial 
in September to answer 
to several counts of traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled 
substance, pleaded guilty 
to all counts in Henry 
County Circuit Court 
Thursday. 

McFarland, who was 
72 at the time of his 
arrest in the summer of 
2012, sold methadone, a 
schedule II narcotic, to 
a confidential informant 
three times according to 
his indictment. 

The informant told 
police McFarland trav¬ 
eled to Cincinnati, where 
he purchased numerous 
methadone pills. 

State police conducted 
three controlled buys 


resulting in approximate¬ 
ly 60 doses of methadone 
in a 30-day period. 

A subsequent search 
of McFarland’s Pendleton 
home produced several 
firearms, one of which 
was missing the serial 
number, $3,000 in cash, 
40 Suboxone tablets, 65 
prescription methadone 
tablets, 11 Suboxone 
patches in an unmarked 
pill bottle, drug para¬ 
phernalia and nine 
Lowe’s credit cards with 
pin numbers. 

He was charged with 
four counts of first 
degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance 
for the methadone, 
one count of second 
degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance for 
Buprenorphine and one 
count possession of a 
defaced firearm.

Attorney Courtney 
Baxter negotiated 
with Steve Edward 
McFarland’s attor¬ 
ney, Ken McCardwell, 
throughout the afternoon 
Thursday before reaching 
a plea agreement. 

McFarland pleaded 
guilty to all six charges 
and will be sentenced 
on April 9 at 1 p.m. The 
recommended sentence is 
five years of conditional 
probation and the com¬ 
pletion of payment on a 
$10,000 bond, of which 
McFarland still owes 
$2,000. There will also 
be restitution to pay, as 
well as fees for monitor¬ 
ing. Among other condi¬ 
tions of his agreement 
will be to have no visitors 
at his home except for 
his ex-wife, his children 
and their spouses and his 
grandchildren.

Circuit court deals 


with continuing cases

pending Henry County 
Circuit Court cases: 

•Leo F. Zoeller 

Conrad set a suppres¬ 
sion hearing for May 15 
in Oldham County at 2 
p.m. in the case of Leo F. 
Zoeller, who is charged 
with three counts of 
incest with a victim under 
12 years of age or seri¬ 
ous physical injury; rape, 
first degree with a victim 
under 12 years of age; 
two counts of sodomy, 
first degree, a victim 
under 12 years of age; 
and two counts of sexual 
abuse, first degree with 
victim under 12 years of 
age; 

Zoeller’s attorney 
Rob Riley is arguing 
that statements made 
by a witness during 
a questioning should 
be suppressed. The 
Commonwealth has 
extended a plea offer to 
Zoeller and he is con¬ 
sidering it, according to 
Riley 

“We are considering 
it, but I can’t advise him 
until we know whether 
or not those statements 
will be admissible,” Riley 
said on behalf of his cli¬ 
ent. “It will be depen¬ 
dent upon what happens 
at the suppression hear¬ 
ing.” 

•Curtis Sanford 

Curtis Sanford, who 
faces charges of bur¬ 
glary, second degree 
and attempted rape, first 
degree, has been released 
after posting a $10,000 
full cash bond. 


“In light of the fact 
that the bond was paid in 
his name, I am required 
to see if he can pay an 
attorney, instead of work¬ 
ing with a public defend¬ 
er,” Conrad said. 

Sanford told the judge 
he planned to hire a 
private attorney and 
Conrad released the 
public defender from his 
case. She also made clear 
to him the conditions of 
his release, which include 
staying out of Henry 
County except for court 
and attorney appoint¬ 
ments. 

Sanford will be back in 
court May 14. 

• Charles Thomas 
Hagan 

Although Charles 
Thomas Hagan has 
requested a public 
defender to represent 
him in court as he faces 
four counts of first 
degree sexual abuse, the 
court must first deter¬ 
mine his financial state. 

Hagan owns two 
homes, one is his resi¬ 
dence and another is 
a rental home. Hagan 
claims the rental property 
merely pays the mortgage 
for his residence and that 
he and his family live 
paycheck to paycheck. 

He also owns three vehi¬ 
cles, which Hagan said 
were “basically junk.” 

Conrad asked Hagan 
to provide additional 
information regarding his 
income before she can

Makes me wonder 
how it came to be 
that a prognosticat¬ 
ing groundhog would 
guesstimate the length 
of time before dreary 
cold gave way to the 
greenery of spring? 

According to folk 
tradition, the Germans 
who settled America 
in the 1700s brought 
with them the obser¬ 
vance of Candlemas 
Day, celebrated as the 
midpoint between win¬ 
ter solstice and spring 
equinox, according to 
stormfax.com. 

“Superstition held 
that if the weather 
was fair, the second 
half of winter would 
be stormy and cold,” 
the website said. 
“According to the 
old English saying, 

‘If Candlemas be fair 
and bright, winter 
has another flight. 

If Candlemas brings 
clouds and rain, winter 


will not come again.’” 

The Germans had a 
slight variation on the 
theme: “Lor as the sun 
shines on Candlemas 
Day, so far will the 
snow swirl until May. 
Lor as the snow blows 
on Candlemas Day, so 
far will the sun shine 
before May.” 

The first reference to 
Groundhog Day goes 
back to Leb. 4, 1841, 
from Morgantown, 

Pa., where a store¬ 
keeper recounted in his 
diary the frontiersmen 
watched as the animal 
would peep out of his 
quarters to find wheth¬ 
er he should emerge 
from his slumber or 
return to the burrow 
to nap for another six 
weeks. 

“If the sun made 
an appearance on 
Candlemas Day, an ani¬ 
mal would cast a shad¬ 
ow, thus predicting six 
more weeks of win¬ 


ter,” the website said. 
“Germans watched a 
badger for the shadow. 
In Pennsylvania, the 
groundhog, upon wak¬ 
ing from mid-winter 
hibernation, was select¬ 
ed as the replacement.” 

Stormfax acknowl¬ 
edges Phil doesn’t pro¬ 
vide too much compe¬ 
tition for the National 
Weather Service. 

“The groundhog’s 
seasonal forecasting 
accuracy is somewhat 
low,” the website said. 
“Phil’s winter prog¬ 
nostications have been 
correct only 39 percent 
of the time.” 

While the little 
ground dweller’s abil¬ 
ity to see the future is 
questionable, I have 
100 percent confidence 
in my read on the next 
hours and days: more 
shoveling, much nap¬ 
ping and taking my 
daily commute at a 
relative crawl. 


It's time to stop double-taxing 
your Social Security benefits 


On January 28, 2015, 
I introduced the Senior 
Citizens Tax Elimination 
Act (H.R. 589). This 
bill would assist our 
struggling middle class 
by eliminating an unnec¬ 
essary and unjust dou¬ 
ble-tax on seniors. 

Social Security itself 
is financed by tax dol¬ 
lars, so forcing elderly 
and senior Americans to 
list these benefits as tax¬ 
able income on their tax 
returns is absurd. This 
sneaky technique allows 
Congress to obtain 
more revenue for the 
federal government by 
taxing benefits owed to 
citizens who have paid 
into Social Security most 
of their lives. When 
Social Security benefits 
are taxed, they are, of 
course, reduced for the 
person who receives the 
benefit. 

As the Congressional 
Research Service reports, 
“Until 1984, Social 
Security benefits were 
exempt from the federal 
income tax. The exclu¬ 
sion was based on rul¬ 
ings made in 1938 and 
1941 by the Department 
of the Treasury, Bureau 
of Internal Revenue 
(the predecessor of 
the Internal Revenue 
Service). The 1941 
Bureau ruling . . . 
viewed benefits as being 
for general welfare and 
reasoned that subjecting 
the payments to income

taxation would be con¬ 
trary to the purposes of 
Social Security.” 

In other words, the 
1941 equivalent of the 
IRS viewed the taxation 
of Social Security ben¬ 
efits as being unjust and 
contrary to the purpose 
for which Social Security 
was created! 

Lor over 40 years, 
then, Social Security 
benefits remained 
untouched by tax-happy 
congressmen. What 
made Congress change 
its mind? Well, per¬ 
haps the opportunity to 
obtain more revenue for 
the federal government 
was simply too enticing 
for most congressmen, 
who didn’t see anything 
wrong with taxing Social 
Security benefits to get 
more money for the 
government’s coffers. 

When Congress first 
implemented the tax 
in 1984, it set politi¬ 
cally palatable levels so 
as not to affect middle 
class retirees. However, 


because the thresholds 
for taxing Social Security 
have not been adjusted 
for inflation, more 
and more retirees are 
now subject to the tax. 
What was considered 
a generous retirement 
income in 1984 is no 
longer comfortable, so 
eliminating this tax will 
benefit increasingly large 
numbers of Americans. 

As the number of 
retirees forced to pay 
this tax increases, public 
awareness of the tax on 
Social Security benefits 
will likewise increase. If 
congressmen are inun¬ 
dated with complaints 
from their constituents 
regarding this unfair 
and unjust tax, surely 
Congress could find the 
will to reduce or elimi¬ 
nate it altogether. 

As my colleague 
and fellow co-sponsor 
Ron DeSantis says, 
“Americans pay taxes 
their entire working 
lives to support Social 
Security, so there is 
no reason why these 
earned benefits should 
be taxed once again 
when they receive them. 
Congressman Massie’s 
legislation promotes 
transparency by blow¬ 
ing the whistle on the 
federal government for 
double - taxation. ” 

H.R. 589 was origi¬ 
nally introduced by 
Congressman Ron 
Paul in 2003. Original 


co-sponsors of the ver¬ 
sion I introduced last 
month include Rep. 

Jim Bridenstine of 
Oklahoma, Rep. Rod 
Blum of Iowa, Rep. Ron 
DeSantis of Llorida, 

Rep. Trent Lranks of 
Arizona, Rep. Louie 
Gohmert of Texas, Rep. 
David Jolly of Llorida, 
and Rep. Alexander 
Mooney of West 
Virginia. 

The Association 
of Mature American 
Citizens (AMAC) 
supports H.R. 589, 
and says that the bill 
“rightly eliminates the 
unfair income tax on 
Social Security benefits 
and ensures that older 
Americans, who have 
paid into Social Security 
throughout their careers, 
are not excessively taxed 
by the federal govern¬ 
ment. Given that mature 
Americans and seniors 
have already paid tax on 
their Social Security con¬ 
tributions via the payroll 
tax, it is irresponsible for 
the government to dou¬ 
ble-tax the benefit in 
order to generate more 
revenue. The ‘Senior 
Citizens Tax Elimination 
Act’ will not only enable 
beneficiaries to retain 
more money for retire¬ 
ment, but it will restore 
integrity to the Social 
Security program.” 

It is time for Congress 
to end this tax.

Bedford man arrested in drug bust 

On Feb. 13, Kentucky State Police Post 5 received 
an anonymous tip in reference to possible drug activ¬ 
ity at 76 Kenlee Drive, according to a news release 
from KSP. Upon arrival, troopers made contact with 
the homeowner, James Singleton, 53. During the 
subsequent search of the residence, $15,275 in cash, 
approximately 2.5 pounds of marijuana, 528 pseu- 
doephedrine tablets, items used in the cultivation of 
marijuana, illegal drug paraphernalia and other narcot¬ 
ics were located. 

Singleton was arrested for possession of a firearm 
and handgun by a convicted felon, trafficking in mari¬ 
juana over 8 ounces 1st offense, possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance 3rd degree, possession of marijuana, 
possession of paraphernalia and unlawful possession of 
a meth precursor, according to KSP. 

Singleton was lodged in the Carroll County 
Detention Center.

The first reunion ban¬ 
quet held last February 
honored teacher Lamont 
Jones at a function where

final tally reached 250. 

About $3,000 in dona¬ 
tions came in at that first 
function. 

Wright wants to keep 
that enthusiasm going 
by reaching out to more 
volunteers and more sup¬ 
porters who are willing 
to serve on the board 
and arrange for fundrais¬ 
ing activities to support 
scholarships.

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release. That led to an 
off-hand remark from 
Grant that didn’t neces¬ 
sarily help his case. 

“I was told he was 
in Trimble County at 
a location with animals 
when they picked him 
up,” Clubb said. “That 
he was in a home with 
four dogs. He is under a 
bond condition not to be 
around animals.” 

“It said I couldn’t pos¬ 
sess animals, not that I 
can’t visit someplace with 
them,” Grant said as he 
stood before the judge. 

His public defend¬ 
er, Melanie Foote 
Hollingsworth, notified 
the judge she had just 
advised him that if he 
was in a home with ani¬ 
mals, it would be a viola¬ 
tion and his probation

could be in question, if 
not revoked. 

She asked that her cli¬ 
ent be released from cus¬ 
tody, but Clubb argued 
against it citing issues 
with failure to appear, 
failure to comply with 
the conditions of his 
release and failed drug 
tests. 

“He’s in violation of 
the terms of his bond. 


He’s going to do more 
time,” Conrad said. “I’m 
not inclined to release 
him today, he’s going to 
serve more time. 

“I don’t know what 
it’s going to take for you 
to understand,” Conrad 
added, addressing Grant 
directly as she applied an 
additional 60 days to his 
jail stay. 

Conrad then heard 
from the victim in this 
case, Grant’s former 
girlfriend with whom he 
owned the two dogs that 
he admitted to killing. 

“He did kill three of 
my dogs and injured two 
more dogs,” she said. 
“He’s been in a home 
with animals and after 
what he’s done to our 
dogs in our home, he 
should never be allowed 
to be around animals.” 

When the judge asked 
her how she knew about 
Grant’s interaction with 
dogs during his release, 


the victim told her that 
she had heard from a 
friend that he had been 
at a certain individual’s 
home in Trimble County 
and that there were four 
dogs at that home. 

“That’s hearsay,” 
Conrad said. “I can’t 
really accept it, but we 
can have a hearing on it. 

I don’t think he’s denied 
contact with dogs after 
he made the statement 
that he wasn’t supposed 
to possess animals.” 

But Grant’s public 
defender interjected that 
she had no notice of the 
allegation and that his 
statement would not 
have been made had 
she properly advised her 
client not to say any¬ 
thing as he stood before 
Conrad. 

“There simply isn’t 
enough information to 
know what this alleged 
contact would have 
been,” Hollingsworth 


said. 

Conrad offered to set 
a hearing date to resolve 
the issue, saying wit¬ 
nesses would have to be 
called in to verify the 
extent of his contact with 
the animals, but Grant 
told Hollingsworth that 
he didn’t want to wait 
for a hearing, that he 
just wanted to get it over 
with and go home. 

“It’s not happening 
today,” Hollingsworth 
told Grant. 

Conrad sentenced 
Grant to three years for 
each of the two counts, 
with those sentences to 
run concurrently. After 
alternative sentencing, 
Grant must serve three 
years of probation. 

During that time 
he must enter court- 
approved drug and alco¬ 
hol treatment as well as 
anger management, pay 
a fee of $100 per month, 
report to his probation 


officer and obey all rules 
of his probation. He can 
have no contact with 
the victim, have no new 
offenses and no missed, 
positive or diluted drug 
screens. 

“Just to be clear, he is 
not to have any contact 
with any animal of any 
kind in any residence 
where he stays during 
his probation period,” 
Conrad said. “And where 
you stay means even 
where you spend the 
night, means you will 
be inviting a charge of 
violation of probation. 
Visiting is one thing, 
spending the night or 
living there is another 
thing.” 

Conrad gave Grant 
credit for the time he 
had served since his latest 
arrest. Grant will spend 
another 39 days in jail 
before he is released and 
reports to probation and 
parole.

SUMMARY OF ORDINANCE NO. 2015-001 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 

EMINENCE, KENTUCKY, REGULATING 
USAGE OF COACH D. PARK 

This summary of ordinance was prepared by 
William Hartman Brammell, Sr., attorney for the 
City of Eminence, Kentucky, pursuant to statute. 
The full text of this ordinance may be reviewed at 
the office of the City Clerk, City Hall, Eminence, 
Kentucky. 

An ordinance of the City of Eminence has 
been adopted which regulates the use of the city 
park know as Coach D. Park in the City of Emi¬ 
nence, Kentucky. Said ordinance sets forth pre¬ 
scribed violations and regulations of conduct. The 
penalties for violation thereof are set forth below. 

Penalties: The following penalties shall be 
imposed for the violation of this ordinance. 

A. ) A first offense shall result in a sixty (60) day 

suspension from utilization of the park. 

B. ) A second offense, withint a two (2) year 

period, shall result in a six (6) month sus¬ 
pension from utilization of the park. 

C. ) A third offense, within a (2) year period, 

shall result in a permanent suspension 
from the park. 

D. ) Nothwithstanding the foregoing, the wit¬ 

nessing person or the City Council may 
waive penalties and provide a verbal or 
written warning for a first offense. 

In addition to all other penalties herein above, 
any person found to be in violation of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be subject to a criminal penalty not to 
exceed $250.00 and not less than $10.00 before 
the Henry District Court.
